BY THE SHORE 

The low tide sent us down to the 
rock-pools which gleamed In the 
bright sun. The massive nature of 
the gabbro is not Ideal for the for¬ 
mation of these pools, so highly 
prised by many marine animals and 
plants, and therefore by the seashore 
naturalist. Under the sheltering edge 
of the rocks, especially in one place, 
where CAvellke recesses had been 
constructed by the fallen blocks, 
great groups of goose barnacles were 
clustered. Beautiful sponges, dotted 
over with small and largo openings 
through which were drawn In and 
expelled the food-laden water, lined 
cavities or were found attached to 
mussels. Some of these were almost 
completely enveloped In the yellow 
a nd practically formless sponge- 
animal. The pools were not as rich 
in seaweeds as some I have seen 
nearer home, but I was fortunate 
enough to find one or two kinds I 
had not obtained elsewhere. The 
Kel-gross or Zostera. which grows so 
plentifully around the shores In all 
northern and temperate waters was 
of rourao conspicuous with the low 
tide. Its green bladee distinguish It 
at once from the surrounding plant 
life, for Zostera is of the same bot¬ 
anical division ss our common flower¬ 
ing plants It belongs to the Pond- 
w*ed family and Is allied to the Lilies. 
It bears, burled In Ita leaves, a tiny 
flower whose pollen, to suit Its watery 
habitat, la not granular but linear. 
THE ISLAND FLOWERS 

In making our way around one of 
the little Indentations of the roast 
I noticed a steeply sloping and moist 
bank and turned aside to see what 
might be there found. My curiosity 
wan rewarded by the sight of a per¬ 
fect wealth of the large golden itilmu- 
lus or monkey-flower, by far. I 
think, the most showy and handsome 
flower we have.

A fortnight ago J described a visit 
to a typical off shore Island and. 
partly because It was typical and 
partly because nn occasional display 
of secrecy Is desirable and especially 
In relation to Islands from Robinson 
Cruaoe'a to Cocoa. I omitted the name 
and Identifying particulars. How¬ 
ever. since I have made a more recent 
visit and the place la one of public 
Interest, let me aay In satisfaction of 
my readers’ natural curiosity, that 
the place Is Bentlnck Island Stand¬ 
ing. let us aay. on the Dallas Road, 
the eye passes along the outline of the 
8ooke Hills until they sink to the 
eea and at this extreme southern 
limit of the range there can be seen 
a small low island lying close to the 
shore with Race Rocks lighthouse 
beyond. This is Bentlnck Island.

Bentlnck Arm was so named, hs tells 
us. by Uapt. Vancouver after the then 
head of the house of Portland. It is 
not Improbable that the Island com¬ 
memorates Lord William Bentlnck 
who was Governor General of India 
when Queen Victoria came to the 
throne, and who Is remembered for 
many wise and beneficent acta. 
amongst them the abolition of 
"Buttee” or self-Inundation on the 
funeral pyre of Hindu widows, and 
the establishment of the first steam- 
•hip service to India. 

A NARROW WATERWAY 
Between the shore of Rocky Point 
and Bentlnck Island runs it narrow 
•trait a few hundred yards across. 
Through this the tides rush fast and 
furious. At my last visit the tide 
was sleek and a considerable expanse 
of muddy sand was expoa-d below 
the rocky shore, innumerable green 
and pink sea anemones dotted It 
over, their bases submerged but their 
tender tints well displayed although 
being uncovered by the sea their 
petal-like tentacles were not extended. 
On my previous visit I had gone over 
from William Mead lu the quarantine 
boat Evelyn, by Dr. Browns kind¬ 
ness.

Ottawa. May 13 —Hon. A. B. Copp. 
‘Secretary of 8tata, continuing the 
debate on the budget in the House 
yesterday afternoon, replied to the 
charge of Hon. H. H. Stevens. Con¬ 
servative, Vancouver, that the pres¬ 
ent Government was an opportunist 
Government by saying that if an op¬ 
portunist Government was one which 
strove to satisfy the wish©, of the greet 
majority of people In the country, 
he was glad to be a member of one. 
The Government hoped by the 
budget to give the struggling agri¬ 
culturist a chance to pay his debts. 

Mr. Copp criticised the opponents 
of the reduction of the tariff on im¬ 
plements used In the four basic In¬ 
dustries of Canada, namely, agricul¬ 
ture. fishery, forestry and mining. 
BEFORE ANY THREAT 

No one was seriously suggesting 
that Canada should adopt free trade. 
He spoke of manufacturers willing 
to Jump overboard to save their lives 
before they were even threatened by 
a storm. 

Turning to the railway situation. Mr. 
Copp said he hoped the directors of 
ths Canadian National Railways 
would see their way later to enlarge 
the Atlantic region. And on the mat¬ 
ter of routing grain to Canadian At¬ 
lantic ports. Mr. Copp suggested that 
a committee from the Maritime 
Provlnry should be organ lied, visit 
i ho Wf«, interview farmers and en- 
deavoa^o arrange for the shipment 
of a larger proportion of grain via 
the Maritime Province ports. 
LADNER'S VIEWS 

L. J. Ladner. Vancouver South, ex¬ 
pressed a Conservative view from 
British Columbia, arguing that the 
budget contained a message of utter 
disregard of the industrial and man¬ 
ufacturing Interests of Canada. It 
was a stab at the industrial Ilfs of 
British Columbia, he thought. Ths 
policy of the Oovernnynt.

ada not only the Industries, but also 
the people who worked In them. 
REFERRED TO U. S. 

The United States was prosperous 
snd In a position to exclude people 
seeking admission, whjle Canada 
was spending thousands trying to get 
Immigrants because the United 
States had maintained a consistent 
i protective tariff and the standard of 
living had been kept up, Mr. Ladner 
I said. The standard of living was 
, higher tn protective countries and 
the competition for the home market 
I resulting from protection kept the 
; cost of living down. 

The tariff reductions had been 
made In order to gain the support of 
the Progressives, Mr. Ladner main¬ 
tained. 

TO VOTE AGAINST BUDGET 

William Elliott, Progressive. South 
Waterloo, congratulated the Govern¬ 
ment on its balanced budget, but 
said that the reduction in the sales 
tax did not so far enough. These re¬ 
ductions should ha vs included lum¬ 
ber. 

Mr Elliott advocated the creation 
of a permanent tarl/f commission »•* 
inquire into Isriff problems. He hsd 
advocated the establishment of s 
tariff commission, he said, in the 
election of 1921. and this was one 
reservation he had made from the 
Progressive platform. He was op¬ 
posed to either an increase or a de¬ 
crease In the tariff without an Inves¬ 
tigation by a tafiff commission and 
therefor*, he could not support tho 
budget as It stood. 

MOVE FOR PROPERTY 

R. E. Finn, Liberal. Halifax, said 
the policy announced by the Acting 
Minister of Finance, spelled future 
prosperity for Canada.

It was ths duty of the grain 
growers of Canada to see that their 
products were shipped through the 
ports of Montr<ai and Quebec in 
Hummer, and Halifax and HL John 
In Winter. Mr. Finn declared. If it 
was impossible to get shippers of 
Canadian produce to use Canadian 
ports, the people of the Maritime 
provinces would ask the Government 
fo' put an export duty on rah.tdbn 
goods going to the United State*. so 
Canadian ports would have a 1 share 
of that prosperity which waa now 
going to the United States. 

He referred to the advantage which 
the restoration of the Crow's Nest 
1‘ass rates on products had given the 
western shippers. 

John Hubbs. Conservative, Prince 
Edward County. Ontario, said he 
would prefer the reciprocity pro¬ 
posals of 1911 to the present budget. 
If the present tendency were main¬ 
tained Canada would simply become 
a dumping ground for United States 
goods. He advocated a tax on land 
as a substitute for the sales and In¬ 
come tax. 

CENTRAL BANK 

The establishment of a central 
bank is proposed in a resolution to 
come before the Banking and Com¬ 
merce Committee of the House of 
Commons. 

The resolution, standing in the 
name of J. T. Shaw, Independent. 
Calgary West, proposes to transfer to 
this bank the functions of rediscount 
now being carried on by the Minister 
of Finance under the Finance Act. 
It has also been suggested that the 
central bank might have charge.of 
a system of bank Inspection. 

Another phase of the banking prob¬ 
lem to come before the committee 
la the proposal of I- J. Ladner. Con¬ 
servative. South Vancouver, for the 
guarantee of savings deposits. 

TEXTILEWORKERS 
WANT HIGHER PAY 

London. May 13 .< Canadian Press 
Cable)—The wool textile workers of 
the United Kingdom are urging an 
advance of ten per cent, in their 
wages. It la contended on their be¬ 
half that this advance would not In¬ 
crease the price of cloth materially, 
itelther would it increase the cost of 
a suit of clothes by a shilling. 

The agitation for more pay affects 
200.000 union textile workers. The 
union workers, however*, admit their 
movement for an advance in wages 
is hampered by a considerable num¬ 
ber of non-unionists In the industry. 
To overcome this handicap It is sug¬ 
gested that the Textile Workers' 
Union should be strengthened by 
100.000 more members and a cam¬ 
paign to this crid may be begun 
short!*.

Hamilton^ Ont., May 13—The in¬ 
dustries Of Kknteni Canada, said lion. 
T. A. Crerar To the Hamilton Cana¬ 
dian (Tub last night, can have no 
greater guarantee of prosperity than 
by giving to the expanding market 
of Western Canada all the purchas¬ 
ing power for which the latter has 
the capacity. 

Mr. Crerar spoke of the economic 
relationship of Eastern and Western 
Canada. His message. In effect, was 
that a prosperous agriculture in 
Western Canada was certain to be 
the cause of industrial prosperity in 
Eastern Canada. 

As pxoof of this Mr. Crerar de¬ 
clared that industry was never so 
prosperous in Ontario and Quebec as 
from 1899 to 1912.

Hsreafter their Joy is to bo 
found in putting on the hides of other animal*, 
the opinions of other men. the feelings of other 
hearts.

FRANCE SWINCS LEFT 

E VEN to the dorest foreign observers of 
French politics, the defe»t of Premier 
Poincare and hii Government at the polls on 
Sunday came as a surprise. 

Outsiders believed that Poincare would be 
Recorded a victory and in such * way that it 
would lighten his grip on France. The reaeon 
for thia mistaken attitude seems lo have been 
that Poincare, the vigoroua champion of French 
rights in dealing with other nations, the advo¬ 
cate of an aggressive strong arm policy in deal¬ 
ing with Germany. typified what has been 
considered to be the general attitude of 
the country. But the result of the election 
indicates that the average Frenchman is more 
concerned just now about aome other things, 
briefly domestic, than he is about putting the 
Utmost on Germany. 

Those other domestic things largely centre 
about the question of taxes. Basing their 
hope on Getrman reparation payments and 
With a desire lo enjoy the promised fruits of 
gfetory—which were that the enemy would do 
die paying—the people of France since the 
war have been gradually working towards infla¬ 
tion. France has not been balancing her 
budget or paying her bills. While it was going 
it gnve a pleasant flush of prosperity, but this 
policy of financial drift came to a climax 
several weeks ago with the sensational break in 
the exchange value of the franc. With the aid 
of British and American bankers the French 
Government was enabled temporarily to check 
the fair in exchange. But to improve conditions

The Bayonet Charge Which 
Broke up Riel's Rebellion 


T OUI8 RE1L had fixed the headquarter* for 
^ his "Provisional Government” of 1135 at 
the French half-breed village of Batoehe on the 
banks of the South Saskatchewan. On May 9 
General Middleton arrived In front of the rebel 
position with about a thousand troops, raw 
militia, largely from Eastern Canada, who had 
had only four days' rifle practice at Qu’Appelle 
to turn them from civilians Into soldiers. 
General Middleton, only recently come to the 
country To act as On^ral Officer commffrtdlng 
the Canadian Militia, did not know them and 
did not trust them. This the troops realised 
quickly and apparently did not trust him. 

The General immediately reconnoitred and 
attacked. According to Colonel Denison's ac¬ 
count the attack was made without seat, and 
failed. The next day there was considerable 
skirmtshtng with several casualties but bo de¬ 
cisive result. 

The militia officers were very indignant by 
thia time because the general hsd shown favor¬ 
itism in passing over the senior militia officer.
